DOMINION FO..uSTS 


How the Federal Reserves are Being 
‘ Developed 

The Dominion Forest Service has 
progressed farther than any other ser- 
vice in Canada in the laying out of 
forest reserves and providing for their 
proper administration, Sixteen mil- 
lion acres have been definitely set 
apart by Act of Parliament to be ad- 
ministered as forest reserves. Addi- 
tional areas are being examined each 
year, auc some six million acres ad- 
ditional are now under temporary re- 
servation and will shortly be added to 
by statute. 
The mere setting apart of reserves, 
though an important step, is only a 
Although, unfor- 
tunately, in some cases it has not 
realized that anything — fur- 


been made in ihe federal avministra- 
tion. 
The reserves have been organized 


| by appointing an inspector in charge 


for each of the western provinces 
The inspectors selected are men who 
have had a thoroughly technical train- 
ing in forestry and who have shown 
good administrative ability. In each 
of the inspection districts the reserves 
areas are laid out in units or forests 
each under charge of a technically 
trained man or a :nan experienced in 
timber administration. ‘twelve such 
divisions have alrcady been establish: 
ed, and others are being organized 
and mauned with forest rangers as 
the development of the reserves and 
the fire danger may render necossary. 
These divisions do not include patrol 
outside of forest reserves on the large 
area of forest not included therein. 
in such areas there are in addition 
twelve patrol divisions each under 
charge of a chief fire ranger. 
Onveach of the forests, houses have 
been erected for the forest rangers 
so that they may be close to their 
work and give it careful supervision, 
At different points throughout the for- 
est, huts have been erected as head- 
quarters for summer patrols and in 
inaccessible dis- 
tricts. 470 miles of trails and roads 
have been con-tructed so as to make 
the reserves more accessible. 10 
bridges have been constructed, and 
100 miles of telephone have Leen put 
in operation. A much enlarged pro- 
gramme of such improvement work 
has been laid out for the coming year.

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TO FINANCE BRITAIN 


CLOSE TO ONE BILLION DOLLARS 
1S THE HUGE ESTIMATE 


Chancellor Lioyd George Staggers 
the Nation jn Introducing the Bud- 
get—The Large Increase is Caused| 
by Expenditures for Army end Navy 
Armaments, 


London.—-It will vost the staggering 
sum of $978,200,000 to run the British 
government during the ensuing fiscal) 
year, according to the chancellor, 
Lloyd George, who introduced his bud-| 
get in the House of Common. This} 
1s a big increase, the augmentation be-| 
ing caused by expenditures for army 
and navy asmaments. 

According to the chancellor, the 
British public is going on the water 
wagon. His speech showed that 23,-| 
000,000 gallons less spirits were drunk! 
in the past four years than in the! 
preceding period. 

The export trade of the country is 
not at its high water mark. The 
chancellor said he would be prepared | 
to raise $25,000,000 outside of known 
revenues. No new taxes will be im- 
posed to meet the expenditures. 

The European money stringency, 
said the chancellor, is due to France 
and Austria and Germany hoardirg 
$300,000,000 for any emergency which 
might involve war. British trade 
is increesing at the rate of about $5,- 
000,000 annually. 

While he could not remit an- taxes, 
he expected to pull through without 
levying any new imposts. This, he 
said, was in spite of the fact that he 
was faced with the necessity of find- 
ing the sum of $37,500,000 more than 
the revenue had brought him during 
the fiscal year just closed. 

The chancellor estimated that the 
total revenue on the existing basis of 
taxation would be $979,125,000 leaving; 
a margin of $925,000 over the estim- 
ated expenditure. 

The cost of armaments, Chancello- 
Lioyd George remarked, is the largest 
and most sterile increase in the ex- 
penditure, and I cannot see any pros- 
pect of this menacing development 
coming to an «nd, unless some change 
takes place in the attitude and policy 
of the nations concerned. 

The expenditure or education and 
social reform was lauded on the other 
hand by the chancellor as reproduct- 
ive work, promising strength, happi- 
ness and efficiency to the nation. 

The Chancellor drew an encouraging 
cheer from the House with the state- 
ment that although the consumption 
of spirits had actually decreased by 
23,000,000 gallons in four years, the 
revenue had increcsed, he said by 
$25,0000,000 so proving that his meth- 
od of taxing the tariff in Hquor was 
one of the most successful imposts 
that had ever been levied. 


C.P.R. to Use Telephones In West 


Winn:peg.—The Canadian Pacific 
Railway will construct 4,776 miles of 
telegraph \iire during 1913. An im- 
mense programme is mappi out by 
officials of th» company for western 
Canada, and it {s ultimately their in- 
tention to use telephones exclusively 
throughout the west with the excep- 
tion of small branch lines.

Winnipeg.—The head offices of the 
G.T.P. estimate that the wheat yield 
for the coming year will be at least 
200,000,000 bushels.

TOBACCO SMUGGLE) IN PRISON 
Official Guilty of the Act Is Sent to 
dail for Four Months 


London, England. An _ extraordin- 
ary story of the ease with which con- 
victs have been able to communicate 
illicitly with their friends and receive 
presents of tobacco from them was 
unfolded at the Portland police court 
recently. 

Samuel Crowhurst, a civil guard at 
Portland convict prison, was charged 
with having illegally conveyed tobacco 
into the prison. As he pleaded guilty 
no evidence was taken; but Mr. Prym 
who appeared for the treasury, fully 
explained the details of the case. 

He said that Crowhurst did not 
come in contact with the convicts 
within the prison hall but he had an 
opportunity of seeing convicts who 
worked apart from the ordinary 
gangs outside of the prison. 

One such man was a convict named 
Day, with whom, Crowhurst became 
acquainted and used as a medium be- 
tween other convicts and their 
friends. At the end of last year 
there was considerable traffic in the 
prison and a watch being kept, a 
quantity of tobacco was found con- 
cealed in a part of the pr'son where 
Day worked. The tobacco was 
found in a ground frame used for 
rearing plant. and was hidden under 
Sawdust. 

Chief Inspector Ward and Inspector 
Burton were sent from Tondon to 
make a special investigation. They 
found that Day had recetved letters 
which various convicts had written to 
their friends asking them to send 
money for tohacen, 

They also fonnd that Dav had hon. 
ed the letters to Crewhurst. and that 
he had inserted in them a si'n of na- 
ner rennesting money for the toha-- 
co to be sent to Mr. Crother, care of 
post-office,

Man of Whom He Had Spoken Slight- 
ingly in Public Has His Revenge 
Berlin, Germany.—The case of the 

kaiser’s tenant, Herr Subst. has been 
Settled to the satisfaction of both 
parties. Herr Sohst has consented 
to give up his farm, the lease of -which 
had still five years to run, on payment 
of $30,000. from tho * alser's agent. 
Herr Sohst ‘has alu. received « letter 
from the kaiser’s civil catinet, the 
ccntents of which are not ¢’ rulged, 
but in which, presumably, regret is 
expressed that his majesty had been 
misinformeJ.

TRAIN. TO VISIT 
CROSSFIELD 
Early in Jnne. 


The Canadian Home Market asso- 
ciation has decided to send the Made 
in Canada train to Western Canada 
again this year. The tour of last year, 
which was something of an experi- 


| ment, met with unanimous approval 


and was productive of such splendid 
results that the association found it 
easy to repeat the trip this year, 
though for the most part over a diff- 
erent route. The rapid, expansion 
of industrial life in the west during 
the past year is due in some measure 
to the stimulous given western towns 
and cities Jast year by this train 
with its comprehensive exhibit of 
Canadian factory products and it is 
reasonable to suppose that a repeti- 
tion of the enterprise will still fur- 
thur stimulate the desirable western 
activity. The tour will be .organized 
on practically the same basis as that 
of 1912 and will cover about 120 
cities and’ towns in the west. The 
train will leave Montreal May 14th, 


and after visiting half a dozen cities | 


in Ontario will exhibit in Winnipeg 
about May 21st. It will be in Cross- 
field on Monday, June 9th. 

One of the features of this year will 
be a moving picture show. In ad- 
dition to the lantern views, which 
were shown last year, there wil) be 
two or three moving picture films of 
Canadian scenes which are bound to 
prove of interest to those who visit 
the train. As last year, the lecture 
will be given in the open or in some 
suitable hall at all evening stops, 
but in the day time it will be given 
in a special car which will be equip- 
ped for this purpose. 

All the exhibits this year will be 
different from those in last year’s 
train, and the comfort of the visit- 
ing public will be provided for by 
better entrance facilities more light- 
ing and better display signs. As 
last year most of the exhibitors will 
give away valuable souvenirs and 
samples. 

Altogether this year’s train prom- 
ises to eclipse in every way that of 
last year.

SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


NY person who is the sole head of a 

family, or any male over 18 years eld, 
may homestead a quarter section ol avail- 
able Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the nearest 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub-agency 
for the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any agency, on certain condi- 
tions by father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of intending homesteader 


Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years, A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him or his father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 


Duties-—Must reside upon the +hoime- 
stead or pre-emption six months in each 
of six years from the date of homestead 
entry (including the time required to 
earn homestead patent) and cultivate 
fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may enter for 4 purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 
por acre. Duties.—Must reside six 
nronthe in each of three years, cultivate 
fifty acres and erect a house worth 
$300.00, 4
